Facts were su bmitted in the Ilenry

drawal of the charges 
of 
robbery 
against Bert and Loy d Shaffer, Lor­ 
ing and Liqnie Du ke, all of Center 
township, who were arrested by Sher­ 
iff Clala Bebou t and his depu ties at 
their homes Wednesday ev ening. Bu t 
the charge of intox ication was pre­ 
ferred against the two Shaffers and 
Du ke in the cou rt y esterday afte r­ 
noon, from the incident at Knights- 
towa. when it is said that the y ou ng 
mea were dru nk. They pleaded gu ilty 
to the charge and were fined fiv e dol­ 
lars and costs. 
They were taken 
back to jail, when they failed to pay 
their fine, and it is said that their 
friends and relativ es are making a r­ 
rangements to stay or pay them. 
No 
charge 
of intox ication 
was made 
against Loring Lee and he was re­ 
leased from the fiv e hu ndred dollar 
bond, on which he had been allowed 
to go free the day before. 
The robbery charge was dismissed 
by the cou rt on a motioif of Prosecu ­ 
tor Ev ans, who believ ed that the ev i­ 
dence was not su fficient to get a con­ 
v iction. 
The robbery was alleged to 
Lav e occu rred at Knightstown one 
week ago last Su nday night. 
The 
mother of Frank Gordon, who claims 
to be the one who su ffered 
at 
the 
bands of 
the Ku sh 
cou nty 
y ou ng 
men, filed the affidav it against them. 
He said that he was entieel to a de- 


serted school hou se near Knightstown 
by the fou r men and there robbed, a f­ 
ter they had beat him ov er the head 
and inflicted inju ries so sev ere that 
the serv ices of a phy sician were need­ 
ed. 
It was the opinion of the prose­ 
cu tor that the ev idence cou ld not be 
su bstantiated and for 
that 
reason 
the case was dropped. 
Not mu ch stock is taken in the 
story of Gordon, who is said to be a 
half-witted fellow and who does not 
stand v ery high in the commu nity in 
which he liv es. It is the belief of the 
au thorities that, in order to ex plain 
to his mother for being bru ised and 
beaten u p in which condition he was 
fou nd on the doorstep of his home 
the nex t mornpg and to accou nt for 
the fiv e dollars which he had in his 
possession when he left 
home 
that 
ev ening. 
Gordon concocted the rob­ 
bery story . 
It is claimed that 
the 
party 
of 
y ou ng fellows had been drinking at 
the deserted school hou se, which led 
to the charge of intox ication. 
The 
Ku sh cou nty y ou ng men allege that 
the,whiskey was fu rnished by Gordon, 
who had a qu art in his possession and 
that they all imbibed freely . 
No in­ 
tox ication charge was made against 
Loring Lee who said 
that he took 
Gordon home that night and cared 
for him.

Clanging %dishpans, the clapping of 


hands or the reports of shot gu ns 


and rifles hav e 110 
terrors for 
the 


blackbirds which infest the trees in 
the northern residence portion of the 


city . 
The pests 
hav e 
become 
so 
trou blesome that the people, who are 
worried by them, hav e threatened to 
get ou t an inju nction against them. 
They gather in the beau tifu l shade 
trees in the streets in the best resi­ 
dence portion of the city and hold 
their ev ening concerts ju st 
as 
the 
night shades are falling. 
It is the concerts to 
which the 
people object 
in 
particu lar. 
The 
birds squ eak au d squ awk and 
sing 
their morbid tu nes, which seem to be 
ou t of tu ne with any thing that is mu ­ 
sical. 
The flu tter 
and fly abou t, 
drov es of them alighting in a tree 
and right there they hold a meeting. 
The town cou ncil is called to order 
and the order of bu siness 
is 
read 
amid screams and screeches, that are 
almost deafening. Occasionally there 
is an objection raised to the general 
order of things and then the man 
who liv es nex t door interferes. 
He 
generally breaks u p the sessions with

a v olley of well aimed shot and the 
meeting is adjou rned to be called at 
a later date and at another place.

The methods that are u sed to dis­ 
lodge the blackbirds from their try st­ 
ing places are v ariou s 
and 
u niqu e. 
Shot gu ns are the weapons which are 
relied on in most cases to

deadly work. 
And 
sometimes 
the 
work with a gu n brings resu lts and 
sev eral of the birds topple off the 
limbs to the sidewalk below*. 
It 
possible to hear the report of a gu n 
at almost any time in the ev ening in 
the northern part of the city 
where 
shade trees abou nd and 
where 
the 
blackbirds gather, at the hou r fo 
their bed time. 
Bu t there is one resident of North 
Main street who has the only rea 
and original idea to 
frighten 
the 
pests away . The best featu re of her 
innov ation is that none of the bird 
mu st pay the toll and 
loose 
their 
liv es. 
Instead they are frightened to 
death. This particu lar resident seat 
herself on the front porch, as regu 
larly as the ev enings come and the 
blackbirds gatherfor their daily con 
cert. 
She beats a merry tatoo on the 
porch pillar w*ith a pan in a v ain en 
deav or to indu ce the winged pests to 
v acat. 
They no longer 
heed her 
warning, bu t ju st 
shriek 
away 
as 
thou gh nothing was going on. 
It is 
said that a few pans are worn ou 
each week, bu t what m atters that 
the birds are indu ced to leav e.

Asking that a ju dicial sale of the 
property of the Indianapolis & Cin­ 
cinnati Traction company be au thor­ 
ized, Charles L. Ilenry , receiv er, y es­ 
terday , filed a 
report in 
Su perior 
Cou rt, Room 3, in which he sets forth 
the reason why su ch action is nec­ 
essary , say s the 
Indianapolis Star. 
In his report for May of this y ear, 
which was filed Ju ne 18 , Mr. Henry 
asked for a ju dicial sale 
and Ju dge 
Carter instru cted him to file a report 
before Au gu st 20, setting September 
7 as the date for hearing. 
In his report Mr. Henry states that 
the proposed plan for 
reorganizing 
the company has failed. On May 5, a 
committee composed of W. T. Du rbin, 
John 
J. 
Appel, Clau de 
Cambern, 
Theodore F. Rose and George A. Ball, 
representing 
the stockholders 
and 
bondholders, drew u p an 
agreement 
whereby an ex change of receiv ership 
indebtedness wou ld 
be 
made 
for 
bonds of a new issu e, to be secu red 
by a mortgage on the property of the 
company at face v alu e and interest of 
the receiv ership indebtedness. 
The 
bonds were to be taken at 8 5 per cent 
of their face v alu e. 
“If 
the 
receiv ership 
creditors 
shou ld u nite in that agreem ent/’ say s 
Mr Henry , “then a fu ll ex change of 
the receiv ership, indebtedness for the 
proposed new bonds 
cou ld be made 
and it wou ld not necessitate a ju dicial 
sale, bu t some of the holders of the 
receiv ership indebtedness as well as 
holders of the bonds hav e not joined 
in the agreement and hav e declined to 
lo so.” Mr. Henry conclu des that in 
face of the ex isting conditions he rec- 
ommends the au thorization of a ju di­ 
cial sale to remov e all of the com­ 
pany 's indebtedness. 
The requ est is made that the cou rt 
decide the priority of lien between the 
company ’s bonds and the receiv ership 
certificates for, Mr. Henry sets ou t in 
his report, there is mu ch discu ssion 
an this point, the holders of each a s­ 
serting that they are entitled to fir-t 
consideration in the settlement. 
Under the head of “earnings and 
• perating ex pense,” it is shown that 
from Janu ary 1 to Ju ly 31, 1010, the 
gross earnings of the company were 
$248 ,066.23, which is an increase of 
13.7 6 per cent ov er the earnings for 
the corresponding period in the pre­ 
v iou s y ear. The earnings of the Cin­ 
cinnati div ision were $117 ,7 9 8 .9 5, and 
of the Greensbu rg 
div ision, $130,- 
267 .28 . 
The gross 
earnings of the 
company from Janu ary 1 to Ju ly 31, 
19 00, were $218 ,061.55. showing that 
the gain for this y ear was $30,004.68 . 
The bonded 
indebtedness of the 
company as shown by tlie report is 
the same as it was when the receiv er­ 
ship was established Ju ly 3, 19 06. At 
that time there was an indebtedness 
of $2,000,000 of 5 per cent bonds se­ 
cu red on mortgages on its line from 
Indianapolis to Connersv ille. 
All of 
the interest u p to that time, with the 
ex ception of $24,7 00, had been paid. 
These figu res remain the same. 
In­ 
terest on this money has accu mu lated 
and remained u npaid since Janu ary 1, 
19 06. 


On the line of the Indianapolis & 
Sou theastern Traction company , be­ 
tween Indianapolis and Greensbu rg, 
which the Indianapolis & Cincinnati 
Traction company is operating u nder 
a lease, there was a bonded indebted­ 
ness of 
$1,000,000 of 5 per 
cent 
bonds when the receiv ership was es­ 
tablished. 
This remains u npaid. 


The floating 
indebtedness of the 
< . inpany presented in Mr. Henry ’s re­ 
port, Ju ly 1, 
19 08 , as being 
$7 6,- 
032.51, remains the same and interest 
has accu mu lated. 
The receiv ership’s 
indebtedness to 
Ju ly 31, 
19 10, is 
shown as being 
$1,120,340.39 , this 
figu re 
not inclu ding interest 
on 
amou nts du e the Indianapolis T rac­ 
tion and Terminal company , attor­ 
ney s’ fees or allowances for tru stee. 
Less ju dgments, 
inclu ding 
interest 
and costs from which 
appeals hav e 
been taken, which figu re is giv en as 
$6,534.7 5, the total receiv ership’s in­ 
debtedness is $1,113,8 05.64. 
The entire amou nt of receiv ership 
cou pons issu ed is 
shown as 
$9 27 ,- 
9 7 3.26. 
It is generally 
believ ed that the 
control of the Indianapolis & Cincin­ 
nati Traction company will not be a f­ 
fected by the proposed sale of the 
road. “If an order of sale is made by 
the cou rt the dissenting holders of the 
reseiv ership certificates and the com­ 
pany ’s bonds will be compelled to ac­ 
cept a statem ent 
that is no 
better 
than that ex tended them in the plan of 
agreement drawn u p last May ,” said 
one of the stockholders last ev ening. 
“All that is inv olv ed in the 
petition 
and in the action which the cou rt will 
take is in the elimination of the re­ 
ceiv ership. The plan proposed by the 
joint committee of .stockholders and 
bondholders and the ju dicial sale are 
simply two different way s of arriv ing 
at the same point.

which so much interests every Amer­ 
ican.

Tt is b elieved in St. Paul that this 
letter from the President will b e* the

“The Caverns of Dawn,” b y James 
Pax ton Voorhees of Greencastle, Ind., 
is a new novel just issued 
b y 
the 
Raidab augh-Voorhees Co., of Plain­ 
field, Ind. 
The author is the son of the 
late Daniel W. Voorhees, one of 
the greatest pub lic characters in the 
past half century. As private secre­ 
tary to his father in the United States 
Senate, he was permitted an insight 
into the social and political life of the 
capital city. 
“Caverns of Dawn,” the author has 
given us a story of intense human in­ 
terest. The scene of the opening 
chapters is Washington, D. C., b ut it 
soon shif ts to southern Indiana where 
the intricate plot of the story is de­ 
veloped, involving a notorious and 
closely organized b and of outlaws. 
The pictures of Washington life 
V itli its reigning selfishness, its cor­ 
ruption, its too freq uent indifference 
to the pleadings of the poor, its heart 
aeh<*£ of disappointment and poverty, 
and its gilded sin are all cleverly and 
impressively drawn. 
And when the 
scene shifts to more lowly surround­ 
ings in southern Indiana in the region 
of Lost River and the mysterious 
caves the author paints his picture 
with a loving touch. His nature pic­ 
tures are ex ceptionally clear and true, 
sympathetically traced. 
Some are 
really prose poems and one is inclined 
to resent the fact that there are not 
many more. 
The dialogue is clever 
and 
the humor good—the rather 
crude David Harumesq ue humor that 
smacks of the soil. The plot is elab ­ 
orate b ut well carried out. and one 
follows the unraveling with keen in­ 
terest. 
The b ook is a handsome volume of 
520 pages, is printed on egg shell p a­ 
per, b ound in old rose cloth and 
stamped in gold, and is sold b y deal­ 
ers everywhere.

Millio n Bullets a Minute 


w A working model of an automatic 
machine gun, which, it is said, will 
discharge b ullets over a range cf a 
mile or more at the rate of 1,000,000 
a minute, with a muzzle velocity of 
more than 3,000 feet a second, and 
operated b y a secret mechanical 
power, was demonstrated recently 
b y the inventor, Frederick B. Ban- 
gerter, says the New York Herald.

The muzzle was pointed through a 
hole in a partition and the ob servers 
having gathered b ehind a screen, the 
motor was started. 
The target, a pine b oard ab out 
half an inch thick, w*as placed 50 
feet away.

wheel and the steady stream of b ul­ 
lets poured from the muzzle of the 
gun, like a stream of water from a 
hose. The target seemed to melt b e­

Aug. 20.—Quarterly re­ 
ports receiv ed by the state board of 
health from coun ty health commission ­ 
ers for the period en d in g Jun e 30, in ­ 
d icate that either tuberculosis has 
been v irtually stamped 
out in the 
state or the 
physician s hav e n ot 
thought it worth while to report cases. 
Sin ce the state board has positiv e 
kn owled ge that the d isease has n ot 
been m aterially lessen ed in exten t, it 
is forced to the belief that the physi­ 
cian s are at fault. Reports from coun ­ 
ty after coun ty fail to show an y record 
of cases of tuberculosis, although a 
large n um ber of d eaths from the d is­ 
ease are reported . 
Un d er a v igorous effort n ow un d er 
way to make the state reports more 
accurate, the physician s are bein g 
urged to report ev ery case of tubercu­ 
losis d iscov ered by them, whatev er the 
stage of the d isease. 
Un d er the law, 
physician s are required to report the 
d isease when d iscov ered . 
Notices are bein g mailed to physi­ 
cian s callin g atten tion to the fact that 
they are required to report all such 
cases. 
On ly fourteen cases were re­ 
ported in this city d urin g July, while 
there were forty-eight d eaths d urin g 
the mon th from the d isease. 
In 1909 
there were 332 d eaths from the d is­ 
ease, but on ly 140 cases were reported . 
Atten tion is called to the fact that it 
is impossible to keep accurate record s 
un less the physician s make reports as 
con templated by law

H arrim an. form erly general m anager 
of th e Illinois C entral lines, was a r­ 
rested. as was also sim ultaneously 
C h arles L. Ewing, form erly general 
superintendent of th e road north of 
th e Oh io river. Th ey w ere taken into

Sh eridan detective agency, wh o h ad 
personal ch arge of w orking up th e evi­ 
dence against th e alleged Illinois Cen­ 
tral grafters.

th e com plaints were to be dropped and 
no public exposure of th e alleged cul­ 
prits made.
